GUIDELINES TO THE MODEL EEQO PROGRAM

ADVANCE AN EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM

PURPOSES AND OBJECTIVES




The applicant's purpose, as reflected in Bible Baptist
Temple's articles of incorporation, includes oberation
of an educational institution for persons from pre-school
to the collégiate level. The new radio station will enhance
thé ability of the educational institution, Warner Robins
Christian Academy, to effect a positive academic and cultural
influence on the community it serves. This will be accom-
plished through public affairs programming, including seminars
and forums; regular news broadcasts with local, regional
and national components; instructional programming presented
by faculty members and high quality musical presentations.
It shall be the station's goal, consistent with the philosophy
of the Academy, to exert a positive, uplifting influence
on the cultural life of the community.

While affiliated with a Baptist church, Warner Robins
